of the First National Bank in 
Dallas,

Bank and Trust company of Dal- 
las, First National Bank of Fort 
Worth, and the Fort Worth Na- 
tional Bank of Fort Worth. 


"These banks," he said, "have 
agreed to provide the money to 
be paid to the state treasurer 
during the Interim of the consum- 
mation of the delivery to the 
legal subscribers 
to the bonds, 


thereby avoiding a delay of sev- 
eral days and considerable red 
tape that would otherwise result. 
"Payment to the state treas- 
urer and delivery of the bonds 
will be made through the Fort 
Worth National Bank as fiscal 
agent of the special Texas relief 
bond committee. That bank will 
In turn begin prompt allocation 
of the bonds to the original sub- 
scribers. 


"The handling of the matter In 
this manner enables the state to 
obtain the money at once and 
thereby assures the carrying • on 
of the relief to the destitute peo- 
ple of Texas."

To the Congress of the United 
States: 


I transmit herewith the budget 


for the year ending June 30,1935. 
It contains also estimates of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the 
current year ending June 30,1934, 
and Includes statements of the 
financial operations or status of 
all governmental agencie.8, Inctud- 
ing 
the 
reconstruction 
finance 
corporation. 


The estimates herein given and 


included in the budget have to 
do with general and special funds 
—the government's moneys. They 
do not relate to trust and con- 
tributed funds, which are not gov- 
ernment moneys, 
except 
where 
expressly referred to as such. 
General Financial Position. 


In my annual message to the 
congress I have already summar- 
ized the problems presented by 
the deflationary forces of the de- 
pression, the paralyzed condition 
which affected the banking sys- 
tem, business, agriculture 
trans- 
portation, and, indeed, the whole 
orderly continuation of the na- 
tion's social and economic sys- 
tem. 


I have outlined the steps taken 
since last March for the resump- 
tion of normal activities and the 
restoration of the credit of the 
government. 


Of necessity these many meas- 


ures have caused spending by the 
government far in excess of the 
income of the government. 
The results of expenditures al- 


ready made show themselves in 
concrete form in better prices for

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—(ffV-The 
social science research council to- 
day announed the creation of a 
commission ot Inquiry on national 
policy In International economic re- 
lation§, which plans "definite rec- 
ommendation for the country's fu 
ture guidance by October 1, 1934." 


The commission is" headed by 
Robert M. Hutchins, president of 
the University of Chicago, and Its 
inquiry will be financed by the 
Rockefeller 
Foundation. 


The study also has the approval 


of President Roosevelt. Hearing's

Molnes Minneapolis, Denver, San 
Francisco, Dallas, New Orleans, 
Washington, D. C., New York and 
other Important centers. 
Hutchins, making the annonce- 
ment at a luncheon at the Waldorf 
Astoria, said the commission's aim 
is the determination of a desirable 
international policy for the United 
States. 


A more detailed statement of Its 
purposes, as announced, was: 


(1). To examine the situation 


in the United Statos In which 
practices and principles of nation- 
alism and internationalism' bear on 
national policy in international re- 
lations; 


"(2). To canvass the 
drec.tlons 


and objectives of American policy, 
and their results; and 
"(3). To make a report present- 
ing an analysis of the problems In- 
volved, together with relevant rec- 
ommendations."

The more than a thousand op- 


tion contracts held in Navarro

cotton, and in the disposition of 
the cotton two plans are offered. 
Under one of the plans, the farm- 
ers may set a definite date for 
the sale of their option cotton, 
upon which they have already 
borrowed six cents per 
pound, 
and when that date arrives the 
cotton will be sold by the govern- 
ment and the difference remitted 
to the producer. Under the sec- 
ond plan, the producer may borr 
row an additional four cents per 
pound on his cotton and then put 
his holdings in the "option pool" 
which will be sold when the gov- 
ernment deems advisable or when 
the price reaches fifteen cents 
per pound. 


It is estimated that the exer- 


cising of the option agreements 
will bring more than $168,000 in 
cash to Navarro county producers 
within the next six weeks. Some

required to meet strict standards.

Praising the inauguration of in- 
surance of bank deposits, Senator 
Vandenberg, (R-Mich), who was 
author of the plan, said today in 
a statement it provided safety 
for savings, and removed "any 
remote excuse for hoarding." 


Vandenberg, \ who 
wrote 
the 


amendment to the bank law pro- 
viding for the temporary insur- 
ance plan which went Into effecl 
today, said the Federal Deposit 
Insurance 
corporation 
and the 


Reconstruction Finance corpor- 
ation had "done a superb piece 
of work" Inaugurating the plan. 


Saying the temporary plan cov- 


ers 97 per cent of the nation's 
depositors, 
Vandenberg 
added: 


"This is the mags among whom 
hysteria generates runs, upon the 
one hand, and among whom social 
tragedies occur when banks close, 
upon the other hand." 


He said the fund "actually risks 


less than 30 per cent of the total 
banking resources of the coun- 
try."

Government May Now 
Examine State Banks 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2—UP)— 


For the first time in history the 
federal government 
today 
had 


power to examine state banks 
while they still were under the 
full control of state banking de- 
partments. 


This became known when Jesse 


H. Jones, chairman of the recfan- 
struction 
corporation, 
revealed 


that in buying capital notes 
ot' 


more than 3,000 state banka 
a 


clause had been included In 
the 


contract of purchase whereby onco 
a year the corporation can exam- 
ine the banks. 


This examination, he said, is to 
take place at the time the bank 


being examined by the state 
authority. 


The reconstruction corporation 


board has authorized purchase or 
5823,000,000 of preferred stock and 
capital notes in 4,524 banka. Ap- 
plications have been received from 
4,070, 


The corporation has purchased 


$575,000,000 of preferred stock in 
1,058 
banks which are members 


of the federal reserve system and 
capital notes totaling $248,373,000 
in 3,391 non-member banks.

To 
consolidate what we are doing, 
to make our economic and social 
structure capable of dealing with 
modern life is the joint task of 
the ^glslature, the judicial, and 
the executive branches of the na- 
tional government. 
Without regard to 
party, the 


overwhelming majority of our peo- 
ple seek a greater opportunity for 
humanity to prosper and find hap- 
piness. They recognize that human 
welfare has not increased and. does 
not increase through mere ma- 
terialism and luxury, but that it 
does progress through integrity, un- 
selfishness, responsibility, and jus- 
tice.

Texas Drenched 
By Heavy Rains; 
Panhandle Snow ii

While parts of the Texas pan- 


handle reported 
the first snow 


of the year, virtually all other 
sectors of the State were drench- 
ed by heavy rains overnight, with 
prospects for additional precipi- 
tation before the end of the day.

did not remain on the ground 
long, melting rapidly as it fell. 
Temperatures 
In the 
northwest 


fell to as low as 20 degrees, re- 
ported at AmariUo. 
The precip- 


itation there was .(M inch. 


The heaviest rain was reported 


from Austin and It had not stop- 
ped. 
Thunderstorms Vere pre- 
valent through a wide area of 
Cental. East and South Texas. 
Palestine had .32 inch rain. 


Dallas had almost a half inch of 


rain and there was a like fall at 
Wichita Falls, where the temper- 
ature dropped from 37 to 34 in 
an hour between 8 a. m. and 9 
a. m., today. 


A heavy wind and rain storm 


struck Milam and adjoining coun- 
ties just before daylight. 
Rivers 
began rising and minor damage 
was done. Temperatures then be- 
gan dropping. 


At Kerrville, a drought of sev- 
eral months' duration was broken 
last night when 2.75 inches of 
rain fell. 
Creeks were up and 
the Gaudalupe river rose eight 
feet 
There was a little hail but 
no damage was done.

banks or corporations who have 
jrown rich at

Lheir stockholders or the public, 
of thlse reckless speculator* with 
their own or other people's mon-

whose

jured the values of the farmers' 
crop* and 
the 
savings of 
the 
poor. 


In the other category, crime* or1 


organized 
banditry, 
cold-blooded 


shooting, lynching and kidnaping 
have threatened our security. 


These violations of ethics and 


these violations of law call on 
the strong arm 
of government 


for their immediate suppression; 
they call also on the country for 
an aroused public opinion. 


The adoption of the 21st amend- 


ment 
should 
give material aid 


to the elimination of those new 
forms of crime which came from 
illegal traffic in liquor. 


I shall continue to regard it 
as my

to

whatever 
means may be necessary to sup- 
plement State, local and private 
agencies for the relief of suffer- 
ing caused by unemployment. 
Inherent Dangers. 


With respect to this question, 


I have recognized the dangers In-

REFORMS NEEDED 


That present 
laws and 


rules of criminal procedure 
in many ways favor the ac- 
cused and work for the de- 
feat of justice frequently 
has been emphasised in con- 
nection with the crime wave 
in the United States. 


Recent 
mob 
action in 


many parts of the country 
has given the fact- addition- 
al emphasis and caused re- 
vival of demands that re 
forms be instituted. 


Criminal procedure varies 


in the different states. The 
American 
Law 
institute 


sometime ago made a study 
of this and on the basis of 
its survey formulated a mod- 
el code intended to be a 
guide to the states in re- 
forming their laws and pro- 
cedure. Renewed attention 
now is being directed to the 
institute's study and to its 
code. 


Numerous illustrations of 


how criminals are favored 
by the laws of court proce- 
dure in the different states 
were given by the institute 
in making its report. Some 
states, it was found, give 
more peremptory challenges 
of jurors to the defense than 
to the prosecution. Under 
the model code, this would 
be abolished and. each side 
would have the same num- 
ber of challenges—three for 
misdemeanor, six for felon- 
ies and 10 for capital cases. 
Other reform would include 
lessening the advantage giv- 
en a defendant by a hung 
jury. This would be accom-j 
plished by permitting ver- 
dicts to be returned by a 
two-thirds jury vote in less 
han penitentiary cases and 
five-sixths in felonies. 
The 


unanimity rule would not 
be disturbed in capital of- 
fenses. 


To take care of emergen- 


cies such as may be caus- 
ed by the disqualification or 
death of a juror, the model 
code provides for the selec- 
tion of alternate jurors. This 
feature 
already has been 


adopted by several states in 
an effort to prevent delays 
and expenses of new trials. 


It does seem time for laws 


to be revised and procedure 
reformed in ways to give 
society a break in protect- 
ing itself against criminals. 
The delay and 
often 
the 


frustration of justice, made 
possible by advantages now 
given the accused, has been 
a factor in mob violence.

Over Billion to Be Asked. 
Thep respective seven billion dol 
lar deficit for this year Includes $1,- 
166,000,000 additional to be asked 
from congress for continuing until 
summer the vast civil works ad- 
ministration and 
financing 
the 


home loan bank system. 
Mr. Roosevelt told newspaper- 
men he would just as soon have 
the two billion dollar recovery 
fund he has asked for next year 
In a lump cum. If congress pre- 
fers to Itemize it, he doe* want 
authority to switch funds from 
one Item to another. 
His Ideas for use of this two 


billion dollars next year are, rough- 
ly, {500,000,000 to supplement the 
reconstruction finance corporation; 
$300,000,000 to 
continue another

civilian 
conservation 
corps: and $300',000,000 to $800,- 
000,000 for unemployment relief. 
"It is clear," said the president, 
"that the necessity for relief and 
recovery will still be with us dur- 
ing the year 1934-35. Additional 
relief funds will he necessary. 
Prohibit Termination Now. 
"Further needs of the country 
prohibit the abrupt termination of 
the recovery program. 
"No person can on this date 
definitely predict the total amount 
that will be needed, nor the item- 
izing of such an amount. 
'"It Is my best judgment at this 
time that a total appropriation °f 
not to exceed two billion dollars 
will, with the expenditure* still be 
made next year out of existing 
appropriations, be. sufficient." 
The huge reconstruction corpora- 
tion, called upon to finance much 
of the business and banking struc- 
ture of the nation, is charged with 
almost $4,000,000,000 of the *7,- 
000,000,000 deficit for this year. 
This money is in loans. A credit 


of 
$480,000,000 in repayment Is 
counted upon for next year. The 
president hinted to newspapermen 
possible but unforeseen loans to 
business next year. 
The public workH administration 
is charged with $1,677,190,800 of 
the "emergency" expenditures for 
this year. 
Another $1,089,883,100 


of the $3,300,000,000 fund is expect- 
ed to be spent next year. 
Three Projects Get Much. 
Civilian conservation work, the 
federal deposit insurance corpora- 
tion and the agriculture adjust- 
ment administration accounted for 
most of the remainder of the emer- 
gency outlay for this year. 
Next year'* emergency budget 
allots an additional $31,000,000 for 
the Tennessee Valley authority; 
£64,190,000 for emergency conserva- 
tion works; $12,650,000 for federal 
land banks; and $5,000,000 for the 
agriculture adjustment administra- 
tion. 
The president's message states 
that if the RFC loaning authority 
is extended beyond next June 30, 
"it Is contemplated that any ad- 
dltlonal loan* by It would there- 
after be taken from the new and 
additional recovery} fund herln- 
after referred to." 
The president announced the Is- 
suance of executive orders extend- 
ing the authority of director of 
the budget—Lewi* Douglas—over 
all extraordinary expenditure* here- 
after, and also the audit authority 
of the comptroller general over 
these items.
